man must be taufrht to do so many
more things than used to be necessary
that there Isn't time enough In a season
to teach him all he should know. Thereforethe stress must bo put upon the
things which are most vitally necessary.

Strong In Fundamentals.

Tet, as we have said, Richards Is
rreat on fundamentals. For example, he
has a physical Instructor come out every
nfternoon and put the entire squad
through setting up exercises, very much
the same as those practised In the army.
Therefore the least of the scrubs must
hnd at the end of a football season
that his body Is better developed than
It was when he first came out. Nobody
has a chanco to shirk. Richards watches
them with the keen eye of a good commanderof a regiment, and If a boy
doesn't exercise In a manner to suit
